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I. SPECIAL TOPICS. 





1. The Postponement of Germany's Admission to the 
League. 


At the mecting of the Assembly on March 17th, it became 
definitely known that Germany's admission to the Leaguc must be 
postponed till the ordinary League meeting in September. Up to 
the last moment, in spite of a series of G&isconcerting developments, 
it was honed that her admission might go through. Unprecedented 
efforts were made to placate States who had chosen this moment to 
bargain for permanent seats on the Council. Sweden, Belgium and 
Czechoslovakia offered to give up their own scats in order that 
Poland and other States claiming representation might be givena 
chance of election in the Assembly without increasing the number of 
seats on the Council. Poland no longer insisted on a permanent 
seat. M. Unden's pronosal to withdraw from the Council was received 
with the greatest regret, since almost alone the attitude of Sweden 
towards the proposal to extend the number of permanent seats on the 
Council had from the first been irreproachable; in any case it was 
unsatisfactory that the more unselfish members of the Council should 
be penalised to make way for States with lesser claims. However, 
in view of the importanco of Germany's admission, this could have 
been sanctioned. Then at the last moment the deadlock occurred 
over a difficulty which only latterly was seen to be acute. 

Brazil's threat to veto the admission of Germany to the Council if 
she herself did not receive a permanent ceat at the same time had 
not given rise to a great deal of uneasiness when the Council first 
met. It was thought that if the claims of other Statew with better 
reasons for demanding permanent seats on the Council were satisfied 
or sacrificed in order to make Germany's admission possible, Brazil 
woubd not stand out alone in defiance of public opinion and incur the 
odium of wrecking the whole proceeding. But this is exactly what 
Brazil did do, for reasons best known to herself. At the opening 
of the Assembly meeting on March 17th, Sir Austen Chamberlain called 
upon the Brazilian delegate, Senhor Mello Franco, to speak, and the 
Assombly then learnt that the attitude adopted by the Brazilian 
Governnent in refusing to vote for the admission of Germany unless 
granted a permanent seat on the Council was irrevocable. 

The Assombly at last kncw thet it had been summoned to no 
purpose. It spared no epsins t2 convey to the German delegation its 
sincere sympathy and regret itor ths incongrucus position in which it 
had been placed by wi2r M. Briand described as "the humiliating 
paralysis of the Leazuc"’. 

On he motion of Mf. Briard, a resolution was passed adjourning 
the whole question of Getuaay's admission till the Soptember session. 
Viscount Ishii announced that meantime a Comaission would be set up 
to consider and report on the constitution of the Council before that 
date. Germany is expected to »o represented on this Comnission 
and it is also hoped that she will sit on the Disamnament Comaission

since - again in the words of if. Briand - she has already "morally" 
entered the League. 

It is more than satisfactory to know that the Locarno Treaties, 
at one time thought to be in danszar, are intact. Imnediately before 
the Assembly meeting, on March 16th, a statement was issued signed by 
the Locarno Powers, to the effect that they were resolved to work 
together to develon the results attained at Locarno, and that the 
work done there retained its full value, vending the next meeting of 
the Leazue in September. Until then the Treaties, so to sneak, 
remain in cold storage. 

Meantime the Cormnission set un to consider the constitution of the 
League Council whll have time to consider what alterations can be 
effected in 1t5 machinery to ensure smoother working, and to weigh 
the claims advanced by different States for permanent seats. It is 
clear that some radical change must be effected if the League is to 


retain its pnosition. 


2e The Franco-Turkish Agreement. 


One of the results of the .war was the elimination of German 
influence at Constantinople, and France has ever been anxious to 
resume her traditional role as the frined of Turkey. Her historical 
claims to the protection over the lioly Places and her nosition as the 
mandatory for Syria maie this desire the more natural. 

The first noteworthy evidence of jrench activity was the signature 
of the Franklin-Bouillon agreement of October, 1921, which was however 
of little practical advantage to France; for Turkish intrigues in 
Syria soonsh:wed that the Allied solidarity which was flouted by this 
separate Treaty would have been more valuable to France than an attempt 
to cement a friendship with the late owner of her mandated territory. 
The Moroccan campaign and the continued disorders in Syria tended still 
further to widen the breach between France and Turkey. 

When M. Henri de Jouvenel was appointed High Commissioner in Syria 
in the autwnn of 1925 he quickly saw that one essential was to be on 
friendly terms with the neighbouring power, Turkey. It was with this 
in his mind that he visited Loncon on his way to Syria doubtless with 
the object of reassuring the Rritish Governuaent that if he found it 
advisable to conclude an agreement with Turkey, such action on his part 
must not be construed into French support of Turkey against Great 
Britain in the Mosul dispute. 

#%. de Jouvenel reached Angéra about the middle of February, 1926 
and opened negotiations. Though no announcerient was mada it seems 
probable that the chief matters for negotiation were:- 

(1) The Baghdad Railway, which under the agreement of 1921 forms 
the northern frontier of Syria and runs for 200 miles just within 
Turkish territcry though the sector near the Mediterranean is in Syria, 
and also a rortion north of Aleppo at Payas.

3) Rectifications of the frontier. 
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(4) Arrangements for the suppression of bandits. 
The agreemmt was actually concluded on Fepruary 18th, 1926. 
At once rumours as to its csntents began to appear in the press. In 
the main these rumours sup.nort each other and nroduce a plausible 
lescription of the probable provisions. 
The treaty apnarently consists of sixteen articles andi five 
protocols. 
The chief points are:- 
(1) An arrangement for mutual neutrality as between Turkey and 
France (in her canacity only as Mandatory for Syria) in the 
event of either narty going to war. 
(2) Rectification of frontier at Kiliis but no cession to 
Turkey of the railway triangle at Payas which still givos srance 
control of the traffic on the Baghdad railway. 
(3) Mutual argangement for the adicquate policing of the 200 
miles of railway which runs alung and just witnin the Turkish 
frontier. , 

4) Arrangements for the joint sunpres3ion of brizandage. 

5) Customs. 

6) Extradition. 

7) Regulation of military transvort on the railway. 

8) A system of arbitration by delegates drawn in equal nunvers | 
from toth parties for the se+vt..ement of all questions not affect- 
ing national sovereignty (proouhiy Articla 14 of the Treaty). | 
Beyond the a xve rumours we only know that the French Ambassador ) 

in Turkey nas stated that “the rectirications of frontier are of little 
territorial importance." and that, according to an answer in the 
House of Cormous on March 2nd, the British Government have been inforn- 
ed of the gist of the Treaty. 

O:3 further newenaper report which we may safely assume to be well 
founded is to the erfect that whnnt!. de Jouvenel visited London on his 
way to Syria he promised that any neutrality clause which the agree- 
ment might contain would not apply to the case of war between Great 
Britsin and Turkey over Iraq. 

It is stated by the French Governnent to be merely a draft signed 
ad referendum and this is the reason it has not been published. It 
will of course eventualiy have to be registered by the League of 
Nations. 

This nrovision would of course only be in conformity with France's 
Pledgee under the Leazue Covenant. It is revorted in the press cf 
16/3/26 that the examination of the draft Agreement by the legal 
experts of the frerck Foreign Office, now in pregrsss, is likely to 
result in more expiicit references to France'x obligations as a Member 
of the League being introduced into the text.

II. NOTES & NEWS. 





The French Cabinet. 

The Chamber after an all-night sitting threw out the Government 
on March 6th. The end came as a consequence of a sudden combination 
of the Socialists and the moderate groups of the Chamber against a 
vote of confidence on a crucial article of the Finance Rill - the tax 
on payments. Since July lst, 1924, when tlie vresent Chamber met, 
six Ministers of Finance and one Minister of the Budget have resigned. 

The same night M. Briand went to Geneva, but returned to Paris 
on the 8th, and was persuaded, mainly by the necessity that the 
French renresentative at Geneva shaid be be the head of the Govern- 
ment, to form a Cabinet. This he succeeded in doing by March 10th.

Me. Briand held a first meeting of the Cabinet on the morning 
of March 10th and left again for Geneva in the evening. 

The Cabinet is much the sane as the last, but there are four 
importent changes. HM. Raovl Péret succeeds if. Doumer as Minister 
of Finance, Kk. Malvy succeeds I. Chautemps as ‘‘inister of the Interior 
NM. Lamoureux succeeds M. Daladier as .inister of Public Instruction, 
and M. Laval, M. Rene Renout as *inister of Justice. 

The strongest group now renresented in the Cabinet is the Gauche 
Radical. This as the most ,central groun in the Chamber and is 
presided over by KH. Raoul Péret, the new Finance ilinister. It would 
anpear that the cabinet is based on the Centre rather than on the

The visit of ths Yugoslav Foreign Minister to Rome, commented 
on in the last issue of the Bulletin, was followed up by a visit to 
Paris, where M. Nintchitch had several interviews with if. Briand and 
also with ii. Berthelot, Secrctary-General to the Quai d'Orsay. At 
the same time, if. Briand conferred with the Italian Ambassador in 
Paris. Thegediscussions were continued at Geneva, in the intervais 














of League business, and at the time of writing, Italy and yugoslavia 
are understood to have laid the ovasis of a Central European Pact, 
having as its main object the prevention of the political union of 
Gernany and Austria. Of these important devclopments no official 
details are to hand. It was known, however, that whereas rfraice was 
ani.ous to te a party to any agreenent having as its object the 
nrevention of Austro-German union, Italy and Yugoslavia felt thaw the 
vyaiue of her supvort would be circumscribed, owing to the faci that, 
vuder the Treaty of Locarno, she is bound to submit to arbitration 
all aisputes arising between herseif and Germany, whereas Italy ana 
Yugoslavia have their hands free. On the French side, a reprreche : 
ment with Italy was henpered by the French Government's mistrust of 
the réle which Signor Fussclini has assigned to himself in attempting 
to mould the policy of tho Little Entente, since this important bloc 
has since its incention been under the special patronage of France. 
In Rome no secret is made of the fact that the agreement reached with 
Yugoslavia (of which the exact terms area not yet known) is the first 
of a series of similar pacts now contemplated between Italy and 
Greece, Czechoslovakia, vossibly Rumania. A royal visit of the King 
and Queen of Yugoslavia to Rome has been arranxed to take place to- 
wards the end of April. In spite of her misgiving on this point, 
the cause which Prance has most at heart is shared by Italy and Yugo- 
Slavia; the nrevention of Austro-Cernan union, the stifling of all 
manifestations of Pan-CGermarism is tne object of all tureo Stctcs., This 
bond of union is strong enough to overcome lesser difficulties. 


A New Debt. 

A claim for war damages has appeared from an unexpected quarter. 
The Foreign Relations Committee of the United States Governnuent, 
under the chairmanship of Senator Borah, is about to consider what 
steps shall be taken with regard to "the claims of American citizens 
against Great Pritain and France arising out of the violation of the 
rights of neutrals between August lst, 1914 and April 6th, 1917 (tie 
date of the American entry into the war). It appears that betwoen 
2,000 and 3,000 claims for damages sustained through the seizuro of 
contraband cargoes during the blockads of Germany before America's 
entry into the war have been lodsed with the State Department by 
American citizens; the total forms a vast sum, including as it does . 
in some cases, profits which might have been made had there been no 
blockade. The resolution introduced into the Senate on March 15th, 
asking what steps are being taken by tue Secretary of State with 
regard to these claims, was referred without comment to the Foreign 
Relations Cormnittee, who will prepare a bill embodying their proposals 
which will annarently have every chance of passing the Senate, unless 
some strong nanifestntion of public disanproval of the measure is meds 
in the interval. Wnen it is considered that america herself joined 
in the blockade as soon a3 ahe entered the war, thereby inflicting the 
very losses on neutral States of which she now complains, it is 
difficult to realise that a heavy claim for damages incurred through 
the operation of the blockade iiay be prosecuted against Great Britain.

CANADA. 
Yarch 15th: In reply to a question with regard to the publication 


of the correspondence between the Canadian and British Governiuents 
on the Locarno Treaty, Mr. Mackenzie King, Prime Minister, stated 
that although the Government was prepared to consent to its pubdli- 
cation, the British Government was not so prepared on the groynd 
that this would be "prejudicial to the future free intercnange of 
opinion between foreign Governments and the different Governzents 


of the Emnire." 





CHINA. 
March 7th: Gunboats under the direction of Chang Tso-lin and Wu 


Pei-fu's forces opened fire on the Kuominchun forts at Taku. 5,000 
Shantung troops landed at Pehtang with the object of cutting the 
Kuominchun's railway comnunications. 

Dr. W.. Yen declined the nortfolio for Foren Affairs which 
was offered him in the new Chinese Cabinet. 
March 9th: Peking and Tientsin, held by the forces of Feng Yu- 
hsiang and the Kuominchun, are cut off both from the sea and from 
railway communications. The vort of Tientsin has been closed. 
Chang Tso-lin and Yu Pei-fu, former enemies, are now acting in 
combination and command the sea, 
Merch llth: The remainger of the Kuominchun in linnan have been 
surrounded in Shanchow. The Kuominchun captured 2,000 of the 
forces of Chang Tso-lin and Wu Poi-fu who attempted to land near 


Taku. 
March 12th: Owing to the flight of the Civil Governor of Hunan, 











Chao Heng-ti, (who till now has resisied the "Red" element in 
South Hunan) the power of the Cantonese "Red" Government lias been 


extended into the Yangtsze Valley. 




















CHINA. 
March l2th: Two Japanese destroyers, while attempting to proceed 








up the river Psiho were fired on from the Taku batteries. 
March 14th: Though apparently a mistake, the firing on the Jananess 
destroyers caused irritation in Japan. The Japanese Government is 


considering what stevs it should take. 
“March 16th: Unless within three days the Peiho channel is cleared 


of mines, and interference with foreign shipping ceases, 
the Taku fort authorities are warned that Great Britain, the United 
States, France, Japan and Italy reserve the right to take necessary 


action themselves. 
March 17th: General Lu Chung-lin (the Kuominchun Commander) left the 
Commandant of the Taku forts to give an answer to the Powers’ ulti- 
matum to the warring Chinese factions. 

A Soviet steamer was seized by Chang Tso-~-lin's warships at 
Taku and found to contain munitions to the value of £300,000. 
March 18th: In reply to the ultimatun of the Powers on the subject 
of free access to the sea by river from Tientsin, the Governnuent has 
delivered a Note which is reported to be satisfactory to the Diplo- 
matic Body. 














CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 





March 5th: Following an exchange of visits tetween M. Benesh, 

Foreign Minister, and the President of the Austrien Republic, a 

political and juridical arbitration treaty was concluded with 

the Austrian Government. 

March 17th: The Coalition Government tendered its resignation to 
President Masaryk, who accepted it.

Mafch 17th: At a meeting of the Camber the :.inisterial declaration 
of nolicy was read, after which a violent attack was made on ii. Malvy, 
Minister of the Interior, by the Right. Later a vote of confidence 
in the new Government was passed by 561 votes to 164. 








GERMANY. 
Warch 9th: The German attitude with regard to the proposed extension 


of the League Council remains the same. Tie Reichstag Inter-Party 
Colonial Association, ina letter of Herr Stresemann, expressed the 
opinion that Germany is entitled to representation on the Permanent 
Yandates Comnission. 

March 14th: German press commont on developments at Geneva is rest- 
rained, though resentment is shown at the attitude of the French 
press in throwing the entire blame for the breakdown on Germany. 
March 18th: The German delegation to Geneva returned to Berlin. 

The Nationalists intend to introduce a motion of "no confidence" at 
any rate against Herr Stresemann, in the Foreign Affairs debate in 
the Reichstag next week, but the Government appear to be well suppor- 
ted. At a meeting of the Cabinet the conduct of the YVerman dolega- 
tion while at Geneva was unanimously approved.

March 16th; Sir Ronald Lindsay, british Ambassador in ‘urkey, 
arrived in London. 

March 19th; The Eight-Hour Day Conference was concluded in London, 
when an agreement was signed between Belgium, France, Germany, Great 
Britain and Italy. 











GREECE. 

March llth: General Pangelos, Prime ifinister, made a declaration 
to the effect that the constitution is to be reformed with a view 
to giving nore power to the President of the Republic and that the 
President will be elected by picbiscite. He himself will be a 
candidate. 

liarch 13th: M. Rouphos, Foriegn Minister, received instructions to 
remain at Geneva to negotiate with the Yugoslav delegation with 
regard to the Salonika-Ghevgeli railway. 











HUNGARY. 
arch 9th: As a result of information contained in an anonymous 


letter to the Procurator-General, 6,674 more 1,000f. forged bank- 


notes were discovered in Budapest. 
Merch 14th: Cansiderable progress has been made towards completing 








the necessary legal formalities prior to tne trial of the persons 
arrested in connection with the bank-note forgeries. 
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HUNGARY. 
Varch 18th: Judgement was pronounced on the three Hungarians 


arrested in Holland with forged bank-notes in their nossession. 
Colonel Jankovitch was sentenced to three years imprisonment. 





ITALY. 
March 9th; Negotiations are said to be in progress between the 


Italian Governnont and HM. Tavoularis, Gresk itinister of Communica. 
tions, for Greece to receive a credit cf 910,000,000 (£2,000,000) 
for the purchase of goods in Italy. 

March llth: It is announced that the King and Queen of the Serbs, 
Croats and Slovenesare to nay an official visit to the King and 
Queen of Italy next month. 





LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 
March 7th: Delegations to the Lea,ue of Nations arrived in Geneva. 


An informal conference took place between the representatives of 
Great Britzin, France, Italy and Belgiun. M. Briand later returned 
to Paris. 

Turkey refused the invitation ef the Lea,ue to ba present when 
| the new Anglo-Iraq Treaty comes before the Council. 








March 8th: Formal meetings of the Council and Assembly took place. 
Unofficial conversttions with regard to the membership of the Council 
continued. The Republics of Chile, Venezuela, Panama, Guatemala 
and Cuba telegraphed to Geneva in support of the Spanish claim to 

a permanent seat on the Council. 

March 9th: The suggestion that the Council should invite the Assembly 
to avpoint a comnission to examine the question of the constitution 
of the Council =nd make a report before the crdinary general session 
in September is reported to be gaining ground at Geneva. The repres 
entative of the Chinese Government, lire Chu, has promised to with- 
draw China's claim to a permanent seat on the Council provided all 
other candidates except Germany will do the same. 

March 10th; At a meeting of the five Locarno Powers it waa provi- 
sionally agreed thet no other State than Germany could be elected 

to the Council at the present meeting. The unaltered attitudo of 

Me. Unden (Sweden) towards the prcposed extension of the Council has 
had considorable effect in damping the hopes of its advocates. 

Merch lith: No soluticn cf the prelLiem of seats on tne Council was 
reached. Spain has threatened to withdrew from the Leasue if she 

is not granted a permanent seat on the Council. The Ger.an delega- 
tion has refused to place its apnlication for League wembership ~ 
before the Assembly until Gerany is reassured as to her seat on the 
Council. 

March l2th; Herr Luther rejected the »roposal put forward by the 
Locarno Powers to solve the question of seats on the Council. This 
was to the effect that Germany only should now be allowed a nervianent 
seat on the Council, and that a non-nermanent seat should be created 
of which the occupant should be chosen by the Assembly with the 
expectation that it would go to Poland. 

March 14th; WM. Briand conferred with Herr Stresemann and members of 

















tre Council. It is suggested that all non-per:zanent members of the 
Council should retire and an open electicn be held in the Assembly at

which Poland would take her chance with the rest. 
March 15th: UM. Briand insists that Poland be given a permanent 
seat on the Council at once, and M. Unden (Sweden) offered to ‘ 
retire in her favour.

Benesh 
(Czechoslovakia) are also understood to be ready to reqire in order 
to save the situation. 
March 16th: The deadlock continued at Geneva owing to the refusal 
of Brazil to vote for the admission of Germany on the Council unles 
she herself is simultaneously given a permanent seat. 

A statement signed by representatives of the Locarno Powers 
declares that those Powers are resolved to work together to develop 
the results attained at Locarno. 

Marfh 17th: The a meeting of the Assembly, the admission of Germany 
to the League was adjourned until the September session owing to the 
refusal of the Brazilian delegate, Senhor Mello Franco, to vote for 

Germany's admission on the Council. (See page 2) 

March 18th: The session of the Council of the League was concluded. 
A commission of 15 was appointed to study the composition and method 
of election to the Council. Sir Austen Chamberlain left for London 














MEXICO. 
March 5th: Mexico has denounced, as from December 22nd, the treaty 
of friendship, commerce and navigation between hersolf and Great 
Britain, signed on November 27th, 1888. The treaty will accordingly 
terminate on December 22nd next. 





MOROCCO. 
March 4th: The Rifi bombardment of Tetuan continues. Operations 
preliminary to an advance by Spanish forces on the batteries met with 
stiff resistance. 
March 6th: The Spaniards made good progress in the mountains south 
of Tetuan. The Rif position at Dar Rai was stormed. The Mtiua 
tribesmen have reoccupied their villages on the French front.

March 15th; Tetuean was again bombarded by Rifi guns.

March 12th: A Note was received from the Spanish Government, in - 
which ite latter tekss excertion to Sweden's cppeciticn to her candid 
ature for a rpermereut ssai on tho Leegus Council and hints of certain 
consequences which my foullew to Sweden and to Spain's relations with 
the League should tkis atiitvde continus. Tho Swedish Government 
replied disclaiming any unfriendly intentions towards Spain and point 
ing out that thoir opposition was simply one of principle.

March %th: Colonel Catroux, a pooular figure with the Druses, has 
been apvointed head of the Intelligence service in the Jebel Druse. 
March 17th: A detachment of 50 freegSenegalese troops fell into an 
ambush near Nedoha and were massacred. 








TURKAY. 
~ March 10th: Sir Ronald Lindsay left Anj,ora for London. During his: 


visit he protested to the Foreign ijinister, Tewfik Rushdi Bey, 

against the threetened closure of the Ionian Bank if the number of 
Noslem Turkish employees were not increased and the closing of an 
English High School for girls. The complaints are to be examined. 
March 14th: The dispute over the Ionian Bank may be considered closed, 
tre Turks having considerably modified their demands. 








UNION OF SOCIALIST SOVIET REPUBLICS. 
Yarch 12th: Speaking at Leningrad, Me Rykoff stated that, were the 
Soviet Government enabled to take part in the Preparatory Disarmaent 
Conference she would advance far-reaching proposals with regard to the 
curtailment of all forms of armament manufacture. 








UNITED STATES. 
VWarch 16th: A resolution was introduced into the Senate by -ir. Borah 


asking what steps the Secretary of State is taking with regard to the 
Claims of American citizens against Great Britain and France on accoun* 
of their losses through the blockade of Germany between August lst, 19/4 
and April 6th, 1917 (the date of the American entry into the war). ‘he 

— was referred without debate to the Foriegn Lelatiors Comm- 
ttee. 

The plebiscite proposed by Presiient Coolidge between Cbile and 
Peru as a solution of the Tacna-Arica dispute is no longer regarded as 
feasible either by the United States Government or the parties to the 
disvute owing to the impossibility of its impartial application. 








YUGOSTAVIA. 
Mati. Loth: It is believed that the actual signature of the agreement 


arrived at between Signor iussolini and Dr. Nintchitch on the occasion 
of the latter's recent visit to Rome is delayed nending a decision cn 
the attitude of France, who may wish to participate in this arrangemsit. 
Mareh 16 3h: M. Briand, Signor Grandi and Dr. Wintchitch are understood 
to have laid the basis for a Central Euronean Pact at Geneva, of which 
the chief object will be the prevention of a. union between Austria 
and Germany. No official details are to hand.

New League Secretariat-Building. 





The Assembly last week approved the estimates for the new 
Secretariat Building and Assembly Hall. The site is to be on 
the north-west side of the Lake, somewhat south of tiie new 
International Labour Office building. The Swiss Government 
have guaranteed up to four million Swiss francs any loss on the 
Sale of the present Palais des Nations for which £180,000 is 
asked. The Irish delegate asked the Commission to consider 
the advisability of moving the seat of the Leazue elsewhere in 
view of the attitude of the Canton of Geneva, tut withdrew his 
moticn on receiving the assurance of lie Motta that Geneva had 
already given every possible facility to the League Secretariat 
with the excention of extra-territorial privileges and that this 
last difficulty would be arranged in a very short time.
